CRISIS IN COTTON 


| EPRESSION in the textile 

industries is a curious 
phenomenon; its immediate causes 
are obscure. Its world-wide nature 
precludes the possibility of finding 
a single scapegoat in this or any 
other country. It is not only 
Lancashire that is hit Cotton 
weavers in Belgium are working a 
three-day week. and woollen mills 
are running at half capacity In 
the United States, some 62,000 of 
New England’s 140,000 _ textile 
workers are unemployed In 


Canada, mills have been working 
only three days a week for six 
months. Even in Japan, producers 
are preparing for a 40 per cent. cut 
in output. 

Fundamentally, the problem is 
that of a shrinking world market. 
Before the first world war, the 
majority of nations imported the 
textile products they used; today 
they make them themselves. The 
extent of this trend has been 
under-estimated by producing 
countries such as Japan, and the 
post-war sellers’ market masked 
its existence 

But, as George Hasty, the 
president of the Federation of 
Master Cotton Spinners’ Associa- 
tions, pointed out to the annual 
meeting, none of the causes of the 
recession needs to be lasting 

Apart from a more liberal 
ration of dollars to buy American 
cotton and no undue holding up of 
defence orders, there was little 
that Mr. Hasty asked of the 
government.

THE OTHER GAP 


1IR GEORGE SCHUSTER is a 
bh remarkable man As chair 
man of the Human Factors Panel 
set up by the government Commit- 
tee on Industrial Productivity he is 
responsible for directing the work 
of the medical and social scientists 
investigating problems of human 
relations in industry. As a direc- 
tor of the Westminster and other 
banks and commercial concerns, 
he is in constant contact with the 
business community. 

It is, no doubt, this Jekyll and 
Hyde aspect of his life that makes 
him so conscious of the gap in in- 
dustry between what is and what 
might be. Businessmen, he asserts 
roundly, have yet to apply the 
lessons learnt by the scientists 30 
years or more ago. “British indus- 
try.”’ he writes in a foreword to a 
report on joint consultation spon- 
sored by the Human Factors 
Panel, reviewed on page 56, “is 
only tinkering with the subject.” 

Introducing a paper describing 
the work of the Panel at the recent 
conference on Human Relations in 
Industry organized by the Ministry 
of Labour and National Service 
Sir George suggested three reasons 
for the existence of the time-lag 

(1) the appalling jargon used by 
social scientists, which rendered 
their results incomprehensible t 
the layman; 

(2) the reluctance of “practical’ 
businessmen to admit that they 
had anything to learn about the 
art of handling men; and 

(3) the lack of contact between 
universities and research organiza- 
tions specializing in the social 
sciences and the business com- 
munity 

In spite of this, however. the 
paper which Sir George introduced 
shows that a good deal is already 
being done to overcome these 
difficulties. What is disconcerting 
was to find that Sir George’s intro- 
duction—the one bright spot in a 
conference that was otherwise 
completely abortive—was listened 
to by a section of his audience 
with barely-repressed impatience

ACCOUNTANTS ARE WORRIED 


"YIXHE PROBLEM of keeping 
accounts in a time of con- 

stantly rising prices, referred to in 
this column last month, continues 
to crop up. Chairman after chair- 
man bemoans the fact that new 
plant costs three or four times as 
much as the identical plant it re- 
places, bought before the war 

But if businessmen are worried, 
so are the accountants. Two im- 
portant studies of the problem 
have recently appeared, one on 
each side of the Atlantic 

In 1947, the American Institute 
of Accountants set up a study 
group of 44 accountants, lawyers, 
economists and businessmen; a 
report of their three-years’ study 
has just been published under the 
title, Changing Concepts of 
Business Income. In Britain, the 
Institute of Cost and Works 
Accountants started a somewhat 
similar survey in 1949, the results 
of which have now been published 
in book form, under the title, The 
Accountancy of Changing Price 
Levels (15s.), with an abridged 
version (2s. 6d.) written specifi- 
cally for businessmen 

Important as these two reports 
are, neither makes for easy read- 
ing. The British, in particular, is 
an outstanding example of that 
jargon which Sir George Schuster 
so rightly deplores. The almost 
simultaneous publication by the 
Institute of a revised edition of 
their booklet Terminology of Cost 
Accounting helps a little, but even 
a reader cognisant of the technical 
terms used still has to face over a 
hundred pages of turgid prose 

To summarize these reports in a 
paragraph is obviously impossibk 
The salient practical conclusion 
that emerges is that today the

To 
achieve these ends a considerable 
amount of money was expended 
on buying space in all types of 
publications right down to local 
newspapers. 

When the replies started coming 
in from prospective agents they 
were carefully sorted and the most 
promising ones picked out. Then 
the managing director, or the ex- 
port director, visited them person- 
ally, using one of the company’s 
two aircraft that are kept for 
business purposes. The selection 
procedure is interesting, for it re- 
flects the policy behind Longford’s 
whole approach to selling. 


After Sales Service 


The first thing to be discovered 
(after the agent’s integrity, sound- 
ness and ability had been checked) 
was whether facilities existed for 
after-sales service. Believing, as 
they do, that their best salesmen 
are the owners of Lec refrigera- 
tors, they make every effort to en- 
sure that the customer is 100 per 
cent. satisfied with the equipment 
he buys. Design, workmanship, 
materials and finish must all be of 
the highest quality in the first 
place, and these must be backed 
up by a service organization that 
is so good that wherever the cus- 
tomer may be, he can rely on get- 
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ting rapid, skilled servicing and re- 
pairs at fair prices. This is re- 
flected in the motto of the firm, 
“Trouble-free refrigeration.” 
Another point that was checked 
was whether the prospective agent 
had good showroom facilities. 
Having selected their agents, 
Longford’s then invited the repre- 
sentatives’ engineers to the factory 
at Bognor, where they spent six to 
eight weeks in the works, seeing 
how the refrigerators were pro- 
duced, and having lectures and 
practical demonstrations on how 
to repair and service them. At 
intervals during the course the 
visitors were required to take 
tests, and before leaving they had 
to satisfy the company that they 
were competent to tackle any job 
on any Lec model. Even this did 
not completely satisfy Longford’s. 
They expended a great deal of 
time and effort producing a com- 
plete manual for service engineers 
written in the simplest possible 
language, and _ illustrated with 
drawings, diagrams and examples, 
and copies were circulated to all 


Longford’s had little difficulty in 
persuading people to undergo this 
training. The prospective agents 
were infected with enthu- 
siasm for Lee products and 
anxious to become proficient 
enough to sell and service them.

days. There was a large unsatis- 
fied demand as a result of the war, 
and there was no Continental com- 
petition, though Lec products did 
have to compete with other British 
makes that had been well known 
on the Continent before the war. 
Morte recently the Situation has 
changed; not only has the post-war 
boom ended, but in countries such 
as Switzerland and_ Belgium, 
United States manufacturers have 
stepped in Despite considerable 
increases in the cost of labour and 
materials, Longford’s have man- 
aged to avoid comparable _in- 
creases in their retail prices. This 
has been achieved by efficient pro- 
duction methods and the introduc- 
tion of up-to-date machinery. 
When they decide to carry some 
increase im production costs, an 
appeal is made to the workers to 
increase their output. And be- 
cause of the excellent team spirit 
prevailing in the factory the re- 
sponse has always been forthcom- 
ing and prices have been main- 
tained at a competitive level. Ths 
Managing director has made 
several trips to the U.S.A. to study 
refrigerator design and manufac- 
turing techniques. 

All this may appear to have 
little to do with exporting, but as 
Longford’s rightly point out, un- 
less you can produce a good pro- 
duct at a competitive price you are 
wasting your time trying to sell 
overseas. Their own efficiency is 
reflected in their sales. In 1949 
£84,000 worth of refrigerators was 
exported, in 1950 the figure was 
£250,000, and last year it jumped 
to no less than £493,000. 

Agents are left to do their own 
advertising and marketing, though 
the manufacturers are always 
ready to support them in a cam- 
paign. In addition, point-of-sale 
advertising, leaflets and _ illustra- 
tion blocks are supplied. Another 
selling service that has helped 
agents to increase their sales con- 
siderably is a fully-equipped 
mobile showroom that tours Con- 
tinental towns and cities, visiting 
trade fairs, exhibitions, agricul- 
tural shows and similar events 
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The showroom is a_ specially 
equipped, articulated vehicle and 
contains an example of all Lec 
models. Prefabricated display 
stands, banners, etc., are also 
carried. 

The van usually carries the 
name of the nearest Lec agent, 
and when it arrives at the site of a 
show the display stands, etc., are 
quickly erected and the public can 
then walk through the van and 
inspect the equipment. 


Using Air Freight 


Air freight is extensively used 
to effect speedy delivery of sup- 
plies to the Continent. Though 
refrigerators are bulky and heavy, 
Longford’s find that this method 
of transportation, despite its cost, 
has many advantages. Because 
orders can be fulfilled at short 
notice, large stocks need not be 
kept overseas, and the risk of de- 
terioration in warehouses is elimi- 
nated. Savings are also made in 
packing, for the refrigerators can 
be loaded uncrated into aircraft. 
The prestige value of this sort of 
service to agents is also consider- 
able. 

The firm's own light aircraft are 
used for twice yearly tours by the 
managing director, the export 
director, or the sales manager to 
keep their agents keen and abreast 
of developments.

Because the company are so 
small they cannot support a large 
staff of outside representatives, 
and right from the beginning, even 
in this country, they have used 
agents as their method of selling 
As the volume of business grew, 
however, it became increasingly 
difficult to organize and supervise 
marketing operations. and so more 


and more of this work has been 
handed over to various exporting 
agents. This transition has been 
accomplished smoothly, but Long- 
ford’s still retain an active interest 
and in some markets they continue 
to deal direct with agents. 

This set-up is typical of their 
selling outlook, for they refuse to 
be tied down by rigid, cut-and- 
dried systems, and are willing to 
use any arrangement that works 
and results in increased sales. 

Import controls have sometimes 
hindered the selling activities of 
the company, but patience and 
perseverance usually have their 
reward. Even when a country is 
not issuing any import licences, 
Longford’s appoint agents and 
keep in touch with them, so that 
when licences are issued they are 
ready to start selling at once—- 
often one jump ahead of their 
rivals, 

Similarly, if the import ban is 
only on complete goods, an 
arrangement can sometimes be 
made whereby the comparatively 
simple parts of the refrigerators 
(such as the cases) are manufac- 
tured abroad, and only the intri- 
cate mechanisms which demand a 
high degree of skill and experi- 
ence in their manufacture are sent 
out from Bognor.

Machinery Export 


Conditions in overseas markets—particularly in 

the tropics—are so vastly different from those in 

Britain that an exporter must see them for himself 
and adapt designs accordingly 


Ci CROPS, Ltd., are a 
small firm and a young firm. 
They were formed in April, 195], 
to produce and market a new type 
of agricultural sprayer invented 
by Edward J. Bals, the managing 
director. Development work took 
up considerable time, and it was 
not until November last year that 
the first standard production 
models were available for export. 
Since that date, operating on the 
slenderest of resources, without a 
single paid advertisement, he has 
booked export orders for over 
£15,000. These are, moreover, for 
the most part trial orders; as soon 
as the tests are completed, Bals 
expects orders to mushroom to 
many times that figure 

Bals first came into contact with 
the Far East before the war. From 
his own experience he knew the 
toll that pests and diseases took of 
the tropical crops of this region; 
he knew, too, that insecticides and 
weedkillers were the answer if 
they could be applied. But labour 
is scarce, even in the Far East, and 
existing mechanical sprayers were 
not wholly satisfactory. So he in- 
vented his own. 

It was natural that he should 
turn to the Far East tor his first 


markets, and think in terms of tea, 
coffee and rice cultivation. He 
took a prototype of the sprayer to 
Ceylon, demonstrating it to re- 
search stations and estates. 

This personal demonstration he 
considers vital. “If you have a 
machine to sell in the Far East,” 
he says, “take it out and see it 
working on the spot. Then you 
will be able to find out what is 
wrong with it. Conditions out 
there—climate and terrain—are so 
vastly different from anything you 
will encounter in Europe that it is 
impossible to envisage them with- 
out a visit. You may read all the 
reports that you can get hold of, 
but you will still not have the re- 
motest idea of what a monsoon can 
mean to a machine.” 

Most of the agents to whom he 
showed his sprayers he already 
knew. Where he did not, he knew 
what he was looking for—large 
old-established concerns, with a 
long knowledge of the country and 
its inhabitants, good connections 
with government and estate 
circles, and—above _ all—sound 
financial backing. “You can find 
slick cheapjack salesmen in 
plenty,” he “who will prob- 
ably give you a bigger turnover

in the first year. But when 
trouble crops up they cannot give 
the customer the service he wants 

and service to the customer is a 
vital part in selling machines. The 
old-established houses have been 
built up on service.” 

Having appointed his agents, 
Bals left the job of selling very 
much to them. Direct advertising 
was negligible and was limited to 
individual approaches to agricul- 
tural research stations and similar 
bodies on a strictly scientific basis. 
But even good agents need keep- 
ing up to the mark, and eventually 
Bals hopes to appoint a special 
roving commissioner to cover the 
whole of the Far East, to visit 
periodically every agent handling 
his sprayer, and to keep in touch 
with research stations, planters’ 
associations and so on. In the 
meantime, he does this job him- 
self; last year he flew to India and 
Ceylon, and this year hopes to visit 
agents in Australia, India, Malaya, 
Siam, Indonesia, Pakistan and 
Ceylon 

Bals regards his 
as but a beginning. 
he thinks, offers an almost un- 
limited market for Western agri- 
cultural machinery 

Nor is the capital lacking; exist- 
ing planters are prepared to spend 
money on protecting their crops 
Bals would like to see the Food 
and Agricultural Organization 
spending money on opening up 
areas still uncultivated, and is 
hopeful of some _ international 
action in this direction. Indeed, 
to some extent it is already taking 
place; the Desert Locust Survey 
an international body, is his larg- 
est single customer, and is using 
his sprayers in locust control. Th:

The achievement of the Ofrex 
Group of companies, manufac- 
turers of stapling and numbering 
machines, cellulose tapes, type- 
writer ribbons, stencils, carbon 
papers, and other classes of “office 
sundries,” is, therefore, all the 
more impressive. 

Starting from scratch at the end 
of the war, the Group have now 
broken into this $20,000,000 a year 
market to the extent of obtaining 
between 5 and 10 per cent. of the 
available business with each major 
line they sell. Last year they ex- 
ported to Canada more than the 
rest of this country’s office sup- 
plies industry put together, and 
had no fewer than 15,000 Cana- 
dian firms on their order-books. 

How did they achieve this? Dur- 
ing the war a trickle of goods had 
been sent across the Atlantic and 
sold through a Canadian firm 
which acted as their agent. Ofrex 
decided that as soon as the war 
was over they would concentrate 
on expanding their exports, and 
that this trickle to the important 
Canadian dollar markets should 
become a flood. The armistice in 
Europe had been signed less than 
a month when George Drexler, 
M.S.M.A., the founder, chairman 
and managing director of the 
Group, set off on a tour of North 
America. First he went to the 
United States and spent some 
weeks studying the latest develop- 
ments and designs produced by the 
U.S. industry during the war 
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are vital. 


years. Then he turned his atten- 
tion to Canada. Dissatisfied with 
the methods used and the results 
achieved by the agents, he tried to 
get them to make an increased 
drive and suggested several 
schemes for increasing the volume 
of sales. Before returning to 
Britain he made an extensive 
coast-to-coast tour, meeting manu- 
facturers, potential customers 
and studying Canadian methods 
and needs. What he learned con- 
vinced him that, in spite of local 
competition, tariffs (from 10 to 
224 per cent. on office supplies), 
transport and supply difficulties, 
his companies’ products could be 
sold competitively in Canada 
During the next year sales in- 
creased, due to the temporary 
post-war boom, but they soon be- 
gan to decline again. Because of 
this, and because using distribu- 
tors was making the prices of 
Ofrex products too high, the de- 
cision was made in 1946 to set up 
an organization in Canada to pro- 
mote and handle all sales to that 
country. A skeleton staff, includ- 
ing a sales manager, a sales ac- 
countant and = salesmen, was 
trained in this country, and Mr. 
Drexler went out with them to 
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open the first office of Ofrex 
(Canada), Limited, in an old 
garage in Toronto, rebuilt to serve 
as offices, warehouse and show- 
room. 

Thus established, the sales force 
went to work, visiting office users 
and selling by the direct method 
At first the going was tough and 
they had to learn the hard way. 
Some of the products they were 
trying to sell were unsuitable for 
the Canadian market, and in those 
early days large consignments of 
products had to be shipped back 
to Britain at heavy loss. Carbon 
papers, for instance, that were 
good quality and sold well in this 
country, failed to interest Cana- 
dian buyers. Climatic conditions 
imposed severe strains on some 
products—in the northern terri- 
tories the temperature is often so 
low that some types of cellulose 
become as brittle as glass. Ofrex 
soon discovered, too, that although 
the quality and price of their 
stapling and numbering machines 
compared well with Canadian and 
United States products, their 
styling and finish did not. Back 
in England, the company’s de- 
signers produced a new range of 
mode's on the American pattern;

“Why should people buy our pro- 
ducts unless we can offer them 
something different, in quality, 
price or design? Whilst our 
machines were redesigned to suit 
Canadian tastes, they still retained 
a character that was essentially 
British.”

American staples differ 
from those used in Britain, so 
machines and refills had to > 
altered; Canadians wanted 
rolls of tape in their own standard 
widths and lengths; they got them. 
Many of these alterations were in- 
corporated with advantage in 
machines and products for the 
home and other export markets. 

Ofrex soon discovered that their 
packaging fell far below American 
standards. They were fortunate, 
however, in having facilities 
within their organization in this 
country for designing advertising 
and display material, and a com- 
plete new range of catalogues, 
price lists, boxes and leaflets was 
produced in keeping with stan- 
dards’ established in Canada. 
Designs were modern and colours 
bright enough to suit the North 
American eye 

Undismayed by their early set+ 
backs, Ofrex persevered in their 
efforts. From their hard-won ex- 
perience of selling to firms in 
Canada, they can now demolish 
some of the popular fallacies that 
surround the buying habits of 
Canadians, and can _ substitute 
more reliable information for

established from coast to coast 

The vast distances separating 
these cities presented the com- 
pany with another problem—on¢e 
that faces all firms that seek t 
establish themselves on the North 
American continent. The area of 
the Province of Ontario alone is 
three times that of the entire Bri- 
tish Isles, and goods have to travel 
3,000 miles from Toronto to Van- 
couver.

N JANUARY, 1950, BUSINESS described a new system of classification, 

I which had just been introduced by a number of firms, including the 
Union Works at Wembley of the General Electric Co., Ltd. Now, 
after two years’ operation, this firm report the system as an unqualified 


success. 


Redundant stocks have been reduced by 30 per cent., about 50 per 
cent. more material can be stored in the same area with better handling 
facilities, and the number of items issued per day has increased by 250 
per cent., with one less storekeeper than before. 

The works manufacture a wide range of electrical products, for which 
a considerable variety of materials used to be purchased and stored. 
Over the years, a relatively large number of types, grades and sizes of 
materials, mostly metal sections, were acquired, which gradually re- 
sulted in an accumulation of idle and redundant stocks. 

As materials became scarcer and stores control more difficult, the 
management introduced the Brisch system to (1) eliminate unnecessary 
variety in materials, and (2) record, arrange and control necessary 


variety. 


The redundant stocks revealed by the introduction of the 


system have been exchanged for standard materials or, where appro- 


priate, redrawn to standard sizes. 


The storekeeper’s job, too, has been simplified, so that unskilled 
labour is now employed. The storekeeper’s memory and knowledge 
are no longer significant factors in the daily business of the works. 





The company were concerned 
whether the effect of improved 
operation times had increased the 
fatigue of the operator. They 
decided to introduce compressed 
air equipment to lighten the load. 


Operators’ Suggestions 


The first essential was the pro- 
vision of a compressed air point at 
every machine in the machine shop 
and every vice in the assembly de- 
partment. The next step was to 
equip all chucking machines with 
a short cycle with the air chucks. 
Finally, a section of the tool room 
personnel was trained in the adap- 
tation of compressed air equip- 
ment to jigs and fixtures. These 
tool makers were then given the 
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task of improving 
methods on these lines. 
“The achieved exceeded 
all expectations,” said Mr. 
Cameron. “The men _ concerned 
became compressed air enthu- 
Not only did they provid 
power-operated fixtures, but in the 
process ideas emerged which re- 
sulted in improved techniques and 
increased productivity. Sugges- 
tions as to possible applications 
began to come from the operators 
actually using these tools. This 
served as a pointer towards the 
results that could be obtained by 
training skilled craftsmen to a 
technique and concentrating their 
efforts on its application. The 
new methods, allied to the years of 
experience which these men pos- 
sessed, paid big dividends.”

Built this Business

N modern business the accoun- 
tant, the production engineer 
and the time study expert are pre- 
eminent. There is a_ constant 
search for facts and figures that 
will make sure of a given result. 
The subject of this article—the 
Jacobson family, who founded and 
manage Jackson Associated Manu- 
facturers, Ltd., the firm trading 
under the name of Jackson The 
Tailor—belong, in the context of 
present-day industrial administra- 
tion, to the minority who do not 
conform. For although they run 
a large and highly profitable busi- 
ness, they do not believe in 
efficiency—at least, not the kind of 
“efficiency” which can only be 
measured on a slide rule or shown 
in a balance sheet. 

Jackson The Tailor is a north 
country firm, which has recently 
spread into London. By the stan- 
dards of modern multiple tailor- 
ing concerns, it is not a large 
organization, even though it does 
employ 3,400 people in five fac- 
tories and about 50 branches. It 
is, moreover. misleading to com- 
pare the firm with the big mul- 
tiple tailors, for the whole essence 
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of the business lies in personal ser- 
vice to the customer, and a very 
real attempt at maintaining indivi- 
dual craftsmanship on the manu- 
facturing side. Jackson The 
Tailor really exists in the person 
of one of the joint managing direc- 
tors, and he is there to serve you, 
the individual 

The company was founded by 
Moses Jacobson, who came to Eng- 
land by way of America. He was 
brought up in a hard school. After 
an unsuccessful venture in 
America he agreed to join his 
brother in a small tailoring busi- 
ness in Newcastle. Almost at 
once the two personalities clashed 
There were differences in policy, 
and Jacobson, Senior, started his 
own business. The place he chose 
was Clayton Street, which was 
then regarded as a poor business 
area. 

His policy was to offer all his 
suits at one price—30s. Consider- 
ing that suits could be bought in 
the streets for as little as 19s. or 
20s., this was a good price. How- 
ever, the aim was to do business 
with skilled workers, rather than 
labourers, and he was prepared to

In some ways he was lucky. His 
first years in business were also 
years of prosperity in the North- 
East Coal mining and shipping 
were booming, and very soon the 
young immigrant had a large fol- 
lowing among the artisans. Mean- 
while, some interesting changes 
were taking place in the tailoring 
industry at large. 

Before the first World War mul- 
tiple tailoring was in its infancy. 
There were a number of firms with 
50 or 60 branches, but nobody had 
realized the possibilities of mass 
production This development 





took place after the war and was 
probably due to three factors: (1) 
the expansion of factories for al) 
kinds of war production, including 
clothing; (2) the availability of 
these factories, following the end 
of the war; (3) the fact that men 
who had been demobilized were 
given money with which to buy 
civilian clothes Moses Jacobson 
did not take part in these changes

The Sons Take Over 


Moses Jacobson died in 1939, 
leaving behind him a prosperous 
business and an enormous fund of 
goodwill among customers and 
staff. By this time there had 
already been a rough division of 
responsibilities between the two 
sons, Lionel making himself re- 
sponsible for sales, while Sydney 
took charge of production. It was 
Sydney who persuaded his father 
to build the present factory in 
Leeds, which offers excellent con- 
ditions and attracts the best type 
of worker. He, too, respon- 
sible for launching a comprehen- 
sive health and welfare scheme.

Nurses, as well as 
chosen personally by 
important reason that they 
act as welfare officers—inspecting 
canteens, kitchens and toilets, and 

most important of all—dealing 
with hardship resulting 
from financial worry, trouble ut 
home and so on. These days no 
one can provide for the unfore- 
seen, and so if a worker is short 
money the sister applies confiden- 
tially to the factory accountant and 
they decide between them how 
much shall be advanced. 

To the health and welfare 
scheme has now been added a pen- 
sion scheme, which covers all 
executives, managers, branch staf! 
and key workers on the manufac- 
turing side. 

As to the manufacturing tech- 
niques themselves, a Jacobson 
factory is a living paradox. “You 
cannot clothe a man on conveyor 
belt methods,” said Sydney. “W< 
have not a single conveyor band in 
any one of our factories. We us« 
divisional labour and unit labour 
as little as possible. We ‘make 
through’ by the _ old-fashioned 
methods, cutting all our suits 
even the ready-to-wear garments 

-individually. We appear to be 
behind the times, and yet we 


also

make our suits as cheaply, or more 
cheaply, than anyone else. We 
are efficient in our inefficiency 
Why? Because we produce the 
suit and the cloth to satisfy the 
customer, and if he is not satisficd 
we shall soon know about it 3e- 
cause we our father 
believed, that every customer and 
every employe has his own 
character, which it is our duty to 
serve or develop.’ 

All this carries its own implica- 
tions for the manufacturing side. 
It means that suits must be cut 
from no fewer than 829 patterns 
in order to produce the clothes the 
customer wants—and that leaves 
out of consideration sports 
coats and women’s garments. It 
means that a great deal of respon- 
individual] mana- 
gers, whost authority is only 
limited by one thing-—the right of 
dismissal, which is vested solely in 
the Jacobsons It means also that 
the Jacobsons have had to work 
out their own particular attitude 
to the question of training 

It is, of unusual. “We 
tried holding classes,” said Sydney 
we abandoned them. It’s so 
easy to bore youngsters by trying 
to demonstrate things in the

cruits come direct from school, it 
is relatively easy to show them 
how to do it, to let them make 
their own experiments alongside 
an experienced and skilled worker. 
And believe me, we feel a sense of 
responsibility towards _ these 
people. It is part of our philo- 
sophy that if workers are to get 
more money they must earn it. 
Therefore, it is our duty to teach 
them how to earn it. We don’t 
say, ‘Here is some cheap labour; 
we will get what we can out of it.’ 
Once they reach the appropriate 
age or degree of skill, they get at 
least as much money here as they 
would anywhere else. That is 
why so many of our workers stay 
with us; it is one of the reasons 
for our very low labour turnover.” 


Retail Heresies 


On the retail side, Lionel com- 
mitted his own trade heresies 
Branches were opened in Glasgow 
and the Midlands, but the expan- 
sion was never planned, except in 
so far as the firm went to the pros- 
perous areas and expanded out of 
its own resources. Each year two 
or three new shops were opened 
shops which the firm could financ: 
without noticing the strain, shops 
which the family could manage 
personally 

Perilous changes were made in 
the class of trade sought by 
Jackson The Tailor. Up to 1929 
all the business had been done 
with artisans who bought one suit 
for “Sunday best,” then used it for 
work when it got shabby. The 
Jacobsons had no wish to lose this 
trade, but they did want to cater 
for a better class of customer as 
well—the type who would buy two 
suits a year. They also sought 


the trade of the young man who 
was more fashion-conscious—and 
in this there was no playing for 
safety. 

To meet these changes the 
Jacobsons obtained different types 
of cloth, altered the cut, moder- 
nized the shop fronts and interiors, 
changed the style of window dress- 
ing, retrained the assistants, and 
modified the advertising. 

Enough has been said to show 
that in the years that they worked 
together Moses Jacobson and his 
two sons achieved perfect under- 
standing. And this is certainly an 
important reason for their success. 
To quote Lionel again: “We 
achieved unity of direction. Dur- 
ing the years that my father and 
my brother and I worked together 
we never had to take a vote at a 
board meeting. If there was a dif- 
ference of opinion, it was argued 
out. If a minority view remained, 
then the person who held it was no 
less loyal than the others in carry- 
ing out the decisions made. That 
is still true to-day, even though we 
are a public company.” 

Both Lionel and Sydney Jacob- 
son are strongly opposed to the 
control of a business by what they 
call impersonal factors. For this 
reason budgetary control and sta- 
tistical departments are curtailed, 
while the brothers strive to keep 
out of the welter of paper work 
which characterizes so many orga- 
nizations Obviously. efficient 
systems are employed, but they 
are never allowed to become more 
important than the people who 
work them. 

Lionel literally trains himself 
not to remember figures. “Some- 
body else prepares those,” he says 
“They may guide me on policy- 
and then again, they may not. I 


believe there is such a thing as 
flair, and that those who succeed 
often do so against the tide of 
opinion and evidence Flair is 
based on experience and instinct. 
You can acquire the experience, 
but you must be born with the 
instinct.” 


Keeping in Touch 


One consequence of this is a 
general delegation of authority, to 
which brief reference has been 
made. This means that sections 
and individuals must stand on 
their own feet. Important de- 
cisions may be referred to the 
board, but even then the indivi- 
dual is generally expected to give 
his advice and make his own re- 
commendations. Here the Jacob- 
son brothers paid tribute to the 
work of their fellow-directors and 
executives, without whose loyalty 
and initiative the enterprise could 
never have reached its present 
dimensions 

Labour disputes are practically 
non-existent for the simple reason 
that grievances are referred direct 
to one of the two brothers. There 
is an annual conference of mana- 
gers, display staff and area 
managers, at which all the prob- 
lems of the year are thrashed out, 
and the chairman invites “ever) 
brick they like to throw.” This 
conference is followed by another 
one between the manufacturing 
side and the selling side, at which 
suggestions are made and policy 
is hammered out for the next 
year’s activities. During the year 
the chairman maintains close per- 
sonal contact with all the branch 
managers. For the rest, liaison is 
maintained by the executives on

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FINHE MERITS of joint consulta- 

tion as a solution for our 
industrial ills have been widely 
canvassed in the last decade. In 
practice, some businessmen have 
adopted it and secured startling 
improvements in output and pro- 
ductivity. Others, coerced into 
using it by outside pressure, have 
been less successful. And many 
others still remain unconvinced 
that joint consultation can offer 
them any benefits. 

The time had come when evi- 
dence was badly needed on how 
far joint consultation had gone in 
Britain, and how far it had been 
successful in solving the problems 
of management. The results of a 
comprehensive and authoritative 
survey' have now supplied this 
evidence 

There were two main stages in 
this survey. In the first, research 
workers paid 157 visits to firms 
known to have joint consultation 
schemes. and had 4,500 interviews 
with managements, workers’ re- 
presentatives, shop stewards and 
trade union officials, and rank and 
file workers. On the basis of the 
information obtained, a question- 
naire was then worked out and 
sent to 4,719 other firms; of these, 
751 replied, of whom 545 operated

joint consultation. Finally, more 
detailed studies were made in four 
firms. 

The investigators, however, were 
not concerned merely with an 
overall picture; they wanted to 
discover the essential factors that 
went to make a successful scheme 
They, therefore, worked out a 
system by which the success of a 
particular schem« could be 
assessed, and divided the schemes 
they had investigated into three 
grades. By comparing and con- 
trasting the two extreme grades 
they were able to make valuable 
generalizations. 

The multifarious factors behind 
joint consultation are complex and 
imponderable; that they are fun- 
damental, however, is obvious 
They fall into three main groups: 
psychological and social, economic 
and technical, and structural and 
procedural. 


Psychological Aspects 


The most obvious factor is the 
amount of support given to joint 
consultation by individuals, and 
analysis shows that this declines 
from the chief executive, through 
successive stages of management, 
to the rank and file, only about 40 
per cent. of whom express active 
support. Workers’ representatives 
and shop stewards are more en- 
thusiastic. The reaction of the 
remainder is mainly that of pas- 
sive acquiescence; active resent- 
ment was met rarely, though it is 
significant that it occurred more

often among foremen than among 
all other groups together. 

But enthusiasm alone is not 
enough to ensure success. Differ- 
ent individuals have _ different 
ideas as to the purpose of joint con- 
sultation. One man sees it merely 
as a device to get workers’ ideas 
on production problems; another 
as an outlet workers’ griev- 
ances; another as a system for the 
democratic organization of indus- 
try. Each will work enthusiasti- 
cally to make the scheme a 
but unless their purposes can 
be defined and reconciled, they will 
be working at cross purposes, and 
their efforts will be doomed to 
failure. 

But the attitude of a member of 
a firm to joint consultation is not 
determined in vacuo. It is affected 
by many different considerations 
The existence of a single dominant 
individual, either manager or shop 
steward, may ultimately determine 
the success or failure of a scheme 
The relations between the manage- 
ment and the trade unions will 
have an important effect on the 
attitude of both managers and 
men. So, too, will the pattern of 
leadership within the firm. And 
finally, the way in which joint con- 
sultation is first introduced may 
determine whether it will succeed. 

To the complexities of the 
psychological aspect must be 
added equally complex technical 
and economic considerations. The 
size of a firm or a factory, the 
nature of the product and the pro- 
cess, the interest or boredom of 


for 


suc- 


cess, 
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the work, the proportion of women 
employed, the organization of the 
personnel function. the commer- 
cial conditions within the industry 
as a whole, the pay system em- 
ployed and the existence of bonus 
incentive schemes, will all have 
their effect on the success with 
which joint consultation can func- 
tion 

Finally, the actua! structure of 
joint consultation may affect its 
success; the form adopted success- 
fully by one firm will probably be 
unsuitable for another 

The problem is to decide which 
of all these interrelated factors are 
the keys to successful joint consul- 
tation, and, as a pre-requisite, to 
decide what is meant by 

The survey uses four yardsticks 
to measure success: the adaptation 
of the individual (senior executive, 
manager or worker) to the firm; 
the establishment of satisfactory 
working relations between differ- 
ent groups within the same firm: 
the establishment of a sense of 
common purpose between all mem- 
bers of the firm; and the extent of 
contributions from all levels to the 
solution of production problems 
The system of assessment used is 


success 


necessarily arbitrary and, there- 
fore, open to criticism, but there 
will be few critics who can suggest 
any better method. 

Having made their assessments, 
the investigators then consider 
what common characteristics the 
sheep have that are lacking in the 
goats. A detailed analysis is made 
of the different types of problem 
that joint consultation in practice 
has tackled, and of the compara- 
tive achieved with each 
type of problem. 

Finally, there are two important 
chapters on what successful joint 
consultation means to workers 
and to management respectively 
Here is no _ statement of ex 
cathedra general principles; the 
general principles are there, but 
they are careful deductions from 
the evidence of joint consultation 
in action, generously supported by 
the quotation of individual case 
histories.
